James H. Chapman, chairman of 
the Wood-co Board of Supervisors, on Dec. 27, was found guilty 
by a jury in Circuit court here Saturday noon after being dead- 
locked for over 18 hours. 


Immediately after hearing the Verdict Defense Attorney. C. 


Brier jumped to his feet demanding a poll of the jury . This was 
done. Each jurist declared Magnuson guilty in his or her opinion. 


"Oh mj- God,"Magnuson cried. "It's 


a. mistake. I didn't do it. I didn't do 
it. I am innocent." 


SCREAMS HE IS INNOCENT 


Both Attorney Brier 
and Under- 


sheriff Cliff Bluett 
who with Judge 


Park were the only ones near the de- 
fendant, were forced to restain Mag- 
nuson. as he threw himself on the 
table screaming his innocence. 


According to Judge Byron B. Park. 


who presided over the trial which re- 
quired almost two weeks, sentence on 
Magnuson will be deferred untij April 
4. 
In his instructions to the jury 


Friday afternoon Judge Park declared 
that only two verdicts were possible— 
acquital or rmir'der in the first degree. 
This address by Judge Park indicates 
that Magnuson will be. sentenced to 
life imprisonment in Waupun, it" was 
said. 


According to unconfirmed rumors in 


the courtroom, the defense will make 
application for a new trial on April 4. 


Judge Park, after the decision of 


the jury, shook each juryman by the 
hand sayi'ng. "any other verdict than 
the one you gave would have been 
an outrage. 
You are all to be com- 


plimented by tho state and county." 
He then immediately made prepara- 
tions to leave for his homo at Stevens 
Point. 


Magnuson was taken to his cell at 


the county jail amid the cries of his 
daughter. Ethel who met hihi at the 
first landing, leading from the court- 
room. 
He was hurried as much as 


possible by She-riff Brogie and his 
undersheriff so as to avoid an ex- 
pected disturbance. 


According to the juror*, four ballots 


were necessary before a decision to 
convict was reached. It was declared 
however, that all four women stood 
solidly for conviction from the first 
ballot.

are now owned by more than fifty 
separate corporations organized under 
the laws of various states, each of 
which has been developed largely as 
an independent property and individu- 
ally capitalized. 


BEET, CANE SUGAR CROP 


20,450,000 TONS SHORT 


By Associated Press 


Washington—In announcing Satur- 


day that it estimates the world pro- 
duction of beet and cane sugar for the 
crop year of 1922-23 at-20.450.000 short 
tons, the'department _pf agriculture 
said it was not prepared to estimate 
the probable consumptive demand. 


"For lack of definite measures of 


the extent of which various factors 
such as 'prohibition, business condi- 
tions and price may affect consump- 
tion of sugar," the statement said, 
"no estimate' of consumption can be 
made for the year of 1!>22-23." The 
department also pointed out that in 
estimating the world supply, - stocks 
of sugar on hand should also be taken 
inconsideration and added that sta- 
tistics of stocks for many countries 
are incomplete or unreliable. 


The Commerce .lepartment. on Feb. 


fl estimated world sugar production 
in long tons of raw sugar for 1022-23 
at 18,308,000 tons.

dictment of Stanley Kosowski was 
nolle pressed and seven other defend- 
ants have not been arrested.

THE FISIIIOLOGY OF OPEN AND CLOSED 


i 
PORES 


An advertising- authority says that advertising is 


instruction. A humorist, by the name of J. Billings, 
said "the trouble with a lot of plain people is they 
•know so many things which ain't so." 
And Josh 


never had the advantages of our modern magazines 
in his education. When one thinks ot all the cus- 
toms and habits of those plain people which are 
founded upon the fishiological conception of pores 
that open and close, and then come to understand 
that the human skin has no such equipment, one 
begins to realize the predicament the plain peo- 
ple are in. And when one finds some doctors and 
even some of the constituted health guardians of 
the plain people warning: against taking the air 
when the "pores are open," one wishes some- 
thing could be done to close the pores effectively 
through which such talk is sent. 


The orifices of the common ducts through which 


the respective excretions of the oil glands and the 
sweat glands reach the surface of the skin, clo not 
open nor close, dilate or contract, under A^rying 
conditions of external warmth, physical activity or 
emotional or "nervous" tension. The activity of the 
glands varies but the imaginary "opening" or "clos- 
ing" of imaginary "pores" has no bearing: upon that. 


If a largo area of the skin of a warm blooded 


animal is coated with, varnish serious effects soon 
appeal-—difficulty in getting breath, distress of the 
heart, trembling, convulsions, possibly death. This 
however, is not due to clogging the "pores" nor to 
retention of the sweat but merely to the excessive 
radiation of heat from, such a surface and the conse- 
quent rapid reduction of the animal's body temper- 
ature. If the animal's temperature be maintained 
by means of artificial •warmth, no unpleasant effects 
will develop. This proves that the sweat itself is 
not poisonous, contains nothing that can injure the 
animal. 


If there were any foundation in reality for the 


notion of "open pores." which would imply too much 
sweating or too ready escape of sweat to the sur- 
face of the skin, the" presumable effect of tho dread- 
ed "exposure" Avith the "pores open" would be re- 
duction of the temperature of the body. But even 
though one in a profuse perspiration docs expose his 
body to cold -wind or draft to a degree sufficient 
to make him feel chilly, measurement of the body 
temperature shows no such reduction. Feeling- cold 
and being cold are two distinct conditions. Tho ef- 
fect of such "exposure" apprehended by the plain 
people is some respiratory disease but tho obstainate 
fact is that no such disease materializes, except 
such occasional coincidences ns tho wide prevalence 
of respiratory diseases inevitably insures. 


A too sudden checking of the free sweating in- 


duced by vigorous exercise may be followed with 
ore or lame muscles but that is absolutely tho only 
unpleasant or untoward effect man, woman or 
child need worry about. Tho Midden chocking of 
sweating- which hah been artificially induced, by a 
hot mustard foot bath for example, is a perfectly 
harmless incident in any circumstances: such a. bath 
may do less good if the sweating ia too quickly or 
suddenly checked but aside from mere discomfort 
there is no harm in a chilling.

But when the.se 
structure become diseased, they can no longer serve 
to protect, and often in fact endanger the body, so 
that their removal is frequently necessary, as a 
health conserving procedure. There Is no evidence 
that one's health or physical well being suffers- in 
any way from removal of the adenoid structure or 
ihe tonsils.

WHAT MAKES TAXES HIGH 
Editor Post-Crescent: We have but 


recently finished paying our 
taxes, 


and our income tax reports are filed, 
or should be, 'and soon attention will 
be turned to the assessing of general 
property, a most 
important 
duty. 


The average citizen pays his taxes 
with more or less grumbling, but gen- 
erally with no attempt at searching 
into what caused those taxes and 
what various items they satisfy. Tax- 
es are high. There is much complaint. 
Why are they high? The reason most 
often heard is tho one in line with the 
editorial in the Post-Crescent of March 
26 to the effect that there arc too 
many officials, too many inspectors, 
too many commissioners, and the like, 
drawing fat salaries. Sometimes the 
assessor gets blamed for it. lie, of 
course, has nothing to do with the 
amount of taxes, ho only determines 
tho share each property owijer is to 
pay. If, for example, he should find 
cno person owned half of the pro- 
perty in town it would determine that 
that individual must pay halt of the 
local taxes, but it would not determine 
how many dollars that half would be. 
Only tho proportion, or share, is fixed 
by the assessor; he has no control over 
tho number of dollars such a share 
will amount to. Nobody knows that 
until long after the assessing season 
is over, generally the latter part of 
November, or the early part of Dec- 
ember, after the annual meeting ot 
the county board. 
It is this body 


of men which levies the county tax 
and helps to apportion the share each 
district in the county has to stand of 
the joint state and county tax burden. 


Let vis see how mufh these "fat 


salaries'1 have to do with high taxes. 
The inspectors and 
commissioners 


complained of, are, of course, state 
officials, and arc compensated out of 
the taxes paid to tho ctate. And yet, 
out of tho general property tax, all 
the money sent from Applcton to the 
state this time was $37,000 out of a 
total of $860,301. 
It was a some- 


what larger sum tho time before. The 
state tax has been decreasing notice- 
ably. 
It should be noted that only 


a fraction of this state tax goes for 
salaries, but even at that we don't 
want one/ superfluous official, or in- 
spector, or what not, nor pay a cent 
more, in salary than he is actually 
worth. Away with him if he is un- 
necessary, eveh though both the ncccs- 
hary officials nnd the others would 
make but a small difference in your 
tax bill. 


Every Applcton tax payer 
should 


post himself oil the salaries paid his 
local official.", and use a pencil to 
figure ju&t~whut proportion of 
his 


tax bill is caused thereby. The sal- 
ary list can readily be obtained from 
tho city clerk. 


Next let us sen'what the county of- 


ficials arc getting out of your local 
taxes. '.The Outagamlc list totals ap- 
proximately $51,000 for elective nnd 
appointive officials, their assistants 
and clerks, includlnpojanitors, as well 
as tho county board. Tho ratio, or 
proportion, of Appleton is nearly 32 
per cent; that is this city stands 32 
per cent oC all the state and county 
taxes paid in Outagamio county. The 


salary part of the county tax load is 
$51,000, as already, pointed out. 
82 


per cent of $51,000 amounts to 116,300.

It would be 
found on examining the books ftnd 
check-stubs of your local 
treasurer 


that the overwhelming part of what Js 
left after such salaries arc

cut is paid for two things, schools and 
roads. If any, substantial saving is 
to be made, it must be in these two 
items. Whatever can be done with- 
out lessening efficiency 
should 
be 


done, but to my4nind tho old time low 
taxes belong with that series of cur- 
toons running in a Chicago* paper, en- 
titled. "Them Pays is Gone Forever." 


It is doubtful if there be any out- 


standing blame to explain the cause. 
It is almost entirely, if not wholly, 
in the condition of things over which 
the officials who perform your public 
work havo 
small 
control. 
Some 


waste and inefficiency there is bound 
to be, but that is found in private en- 
terprises also, and existed in- public 
affairs in the days of low taxes as 
well as now. In every state in tho 
Union, and everywhere else 
in tho 


civilized world, public 
expenditures 


havo been steadily 
climbing as 
it 


responding to a universal, natural law. 
The very uniformity of the' movement 
in the face of complaint and opposi- 
tion, indicates that there must 
be 


compelling factors which our public 
servants cannot stem. There arc two 
principal reasons: 
One, the higher 


cost of everything; the other, the-in- 
creased demand of the public for more 
and better things 
in 
government. 


People are no longer satisfied with 
what they wore once furnished, in 
public service. It is evident that tho 
coming oC the automobile has brought 
us into an era of high public expend- 
itures for road construction and main- 
tenance, especially the latter. With 
the old time vehicle tlie hard surfaced 
roads would bo, practically everlast- 
ing, but with the auto, the bus, and 
the truck, not even a concrete high- 
way, costing nn average of $25,080 a 
mile, will last more than a compar- 
atively few years, although given con- 
stant care. 
There arc 80.000 miles 


of road in Wisconsin, 20,000 
being 


state and county trunk 
highways. 


Take your little pencil and figure 
what it means to hard surface even 
a part of these and maintain them. 


It is al*o quite evident that school 


charges will remain high. Wages to 
teachers have practically trebled, and 
still teachers are none to easy to ob- 
tain. 
In portions of the &tatc they 


have been compelled to bring- them in 
from other parts, there 
were

enough to go around. It is not likely 
that there will be any pronounced 
reduction in this class oC public ex- 
pense. These two, the roads and t!io
